Referring  to  the  directive  on 
caps  and  gowns,  he  said, 
most  thinking  and  creative 
people  in  our  class  are  the  ones 
who  elected  not  to  be  here 
and  he  charged  that  th-'se  st 
dents  were  "neglected*"  and 
"repressed"   by  the  school.       \ 

"They  are  forced  to  fight  a- 
gainst  the  school  or  be  pro- 
grammed into  conformity."  he 
said  and  he  concluded.  "It  is 
hard  for  people  in  Princeton 
to  admit  they've  failed.  The 
high  school  cannot  remain  ba- 
sically unchanged  for  30  years 
and  keep  its  relevancy."

The  Borough  may  raise 
the  interest  rate  on  delin- 
quent   taxes    from    8%    to 

12%. 

Mayor  Robert  W.  Cawley 
said  this  week  that  Council 
will  consider  the  raise  at  its 
agenda  session  and  may  in 
troducc  the  measure  on  July 
14. 

The  next  tax  quarter 
starts  August  1;  however, 
public  hearing  and  final 
passage  of  the  ordinance 
might  not  take  place  until 
Council's  August  meeting  on 
August  11. 

Delinquent  taxes  have 
plagued  municipal  officials 
for  many  years.  The  Bor- 
ough's treasurer.  Laurence

$B.861  in  interest  alone  at 
the  8%  rate. 

"But  I'd  rather  collect 
the  taxes  than  the  interest."
